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Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 10-14 and 16-17 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a method of forming CNT emitting 
sources using a negative imprint mold, filing CNT paste in the imprint mold and imprinting the 
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CNT paste to form emitting sources whereby the negative mold comprising a trench pattern 
housing said gate lines so as to prevent CNT paste in the negative mold from adhering to the gate 
line while forming the emitting sources. The prior art teaches imprinting emitting sources but 
does not teach the negative mold having frenches with CNT paste not being applied to the gate 

line (see Fig. 6).
